This door | 
is normally always closed and never. 
should be allowed to be blocked open. | 
The nutomatie type is held open by | 
means of a weight or catch, which has | 
connected with it a series of fusible, 
links. In case of fire the solder on | 
one or more of the fusible links melts | 
from the heat. releases the weight or | 
catch and the door closes automatic- 
ally. This type of door should be em- 
ployed wherever it is necessary for 
the door to be kept open at times, 
but otherwise the self closing door is
